So the 
announcement from Tokyo that 
‘the whole of the Japanese Ex- 
peditionary Force is to be with- 
drawn from Shanghai within a 
month is likely to receive varying 
interpretations. Yet, it would 
probably be wiser, as well as 
fairer to the Japanese Govern- 
ment, to take the decision at its 
face’ value. After considering 
all the consequences of the 
events since January last, the 
Government at Tokyo might well 
Jcome to the conclusion that the 
retention of a large body of| 
troops in Shanghai, over and 
Jabove ‘the normal’ needs of, 
Japanese interests, as  under- 
lstood before the recent trouble, 
would tend to accentuate the 
financial and political difficulties 
of Japan and, indeed, obstruct a 
ispeedy reconciliation with China, 
This view would also be consis- 
tent with the feeling that world-| 
lopinion could not otherwise be 
convinced of the sincerity of 
Japanese denials of territorial 
Jambitions in the Shanghai area. 
It must at least be recognised 
‘that this step betokens the 
Possession at Tokyo of consider- 
‘able courage, for it means in 
testoration of the

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A CENTENARY 
May 12. 

A century ago today France 
[mourned the loss of a gteat na- 
turalist and seientist in the per- 
son of Georges Cuvier. His death 
left the country richer by a large 
mumber of ‘books dealing with 
such subjects as the comparative 
anatomy. of animals, both in liv- 
ing and fossilised forms; treatises 
on the systematic arrangement of 
the fish Kingdom, and. various 
studies on the structure ‘and 
classification of shell fish, His 
works represent a vast field of 
research and are the result of a 
life time spent in study and in- 
vestigation, Noted for his 
marvellous’ memory and capacity 
for profound and detaiied. study 
of natural phenomena, Cuvier 
began his career as a lecturer at 
the National Institute, and. in 
1796, the year of its foundation, 
read’ his” first palacontological 
Paper. Later he became profes- 
sor of natural history at the Col- 
lege de France, and was sub- 
sequently appointed perpetual 
secretary of the "National 
Institute in the department of 
physical and natural. sciences. 
‘This appointment may be regard- 
ed as a stepping stone to his bril- 
Nant ‘career in scientific re- 
earch: from that time he 
specialised in three main lines of 
enquiry—one dealing with the 
structure of mollusea, the second 
with the classification of fishes, 
and the third with fossil mam: 
mals and reptiles, 

A large portion of Cuvier’s 
‘work appeared in published form. 
during his life time. One of the 
best known of his works was the 
Histoire naturel des Poissons, 
which contains descriptions of

Apart from his own original 
investigations, Cuvier, with the 
tireless energy that is his most 
memorable characteristic, carried 
out a vast amount of work in 
his capacity as secretary and in 
connection with public education 
generally. In 1803 he was placed 
‘by Napoleon upon the council of 
the Imperial University and he 
presided over various commis 
ions of inquiry which were sent 
to outlying districts of France 
during the reign of the Emperor. 
In the latter part of his career 
Cuvier was elected chanccllor of 
the University, and towards the 
end of his life he rose to the 
exalted position of president of 
the committee of the interior. 
Prance recognised the valuable 
constructive qualities of his work 
and his position remained unaf- 
fected by the fall of Napoleon and 
the restoration of the Bourbons. 
His genius may be said to have 
found its reward during his life 
time, for on May 18, 1832, Cuvier 
died not only a great naturalist, 
but a peer of France and a grand 
officer of the Legion d'Honneur 
‘besides.

JAPAN'S PREMIER MURDERED 


Series of Outrages Against High

Tokyo, May 15. 
HE Premier, Mr. Tsuyoshi Inukai, was critically wounded 
in an attempted assassination that occurred almost simul- 

taneously with a series of outrages perpetrated against high 

Government officials and financial leaders this afternoon. 

It is reported that Mr. Inukai’s condi
